• EARLY  H I STORY— During  the  past  ten 
years  the  question — Shall  The  American  Legion 
Adopt  a Uniform? — has  been  considered,  and 
debated  at  length.  In  the  early  days,  it  was  the 
general  opinion  that  the  time  had  not  yet  ar- 
rived for  the  Legion  to  adopt  a uniform.  How- 
ever, the  natural  sentiment  throughout  the  or- 
ganization in  favor  of  a uniform  rapidly  in- 
creased and  several  years  ago  a number  of  indi- 
vidual states  designed  and  officially  sponsored 
a regulation  state  uniform.  As  might  be  ex- 
pected, there  grew  out  of  these  several  state 
uniforms  a standard  design  which  later  was 
virtually  adopted,  with  but  few  changes,  by  a 
great  majority  of  Departments. 

A recent  consideration  of  this  important  ques- 
tion indicated  the  wisdom  and  advisability  of  a 
centralized  supervision  and  control  of  the  manu- 
facture and  distribution  of  official  uniforms  and 
accordingly  at  the  September,  1936,  meeting  of 
the  National  Executive  Committee,  adoption 
of  an  Official  Uniform  for  national  distribution 
was  authorized. 

• THE  P L A N — The  procedure  approved  and 
adopted  provided  that  the  national  uniform 
conform  strictly  to  existing  state  uniform  speci- 
fications insofar  as  state  shoulder  seals  and  indi- 
vidual stripings  or  markings  were  concerned. 
It  further  provided  that  this  Official  Uniform 
was  to  be  distributed  exclusively  through  local 
retail  merchants  who  could  render  the  special 
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service  necessary  and  incident  to  the  satisfac- 
tory purchase  of  a uniform.  The  appointment  of 
local  uniform  dealers  by  individual  Posts  has 
been  simplified  by  a national  advertising  cam- 
paign to  merchants  throughout  the  country. 
Your  local  stores  all  know  of  the  Legion’s  uni- 
form program  and  will  be  particularly  receptive 
to  a proposal  from  your  Post.
